MAYOU JONES IS DEAD 


Suffers Loss of One Hundred and Fifty 
Men in Battle. 
Tokio, July 13.— The Japanese Taku- 
rhan army is moving northwest from 
Siuyen. 
It fought a series 
of small 
battles with the Russians on July 9 
and IO. 
The army is divided into two 
columns, which advanced against the 
Russians. 
When the first column ap­ 
proached Chikuanshing, the Russians 
retreated southwest through the val­ 
ley. but at 5 p. rn. they took up a po­ 
sition on the heights west of Chou­ 
gh iachang. 
The R ussians 
were dis­ 
lodged at dusk, w hen the second Japa­ 
nese 
column 
advanced along 
the 
road toward Longchi, repulsing small 
bodies of the enem y en route. 
They 
attacked the advance line of the Rus­ 
sians near Siutangtaku. 
The Russians were reinforced and 
compelled the Japanese to withdraw. 
At dawn on July IO, both columns at­ 
tacked 
and dislodged the 
Russians 
from the heights 
w est of Sinchiaku. 
T he Japanese pursued them and again 
attacked a strong position held by the 
R ussians at Siutehikou. 
After a des­ 
perate fight the Japanese occupied the 
position. 
After occupying 
Kaichou, General 
Oku's army on Sunday moved north­ 
ward. 
The Russians have strong de­ 
fenses at Tingshan, Niusenhan. Nang- 
matai, Chinghishan 
and camps near 
Kuochihao. 
General Oku 
will prob- 
*SAly attack these positions as soon as 
bis troops are rested. 
In the fights of July 
8 and 9 the 
Japanese lost about 
150 men. 
The 
Russian losses are believed to have 
been heavier than the Japanese.

W hen this abscess broke 
the mayor w as not strong enough to 
throw off the poison from his system 
and death resulted. 
The mayor had 
suffered for years from asthma and 
this was the primary cause of his fa­ 
tal 
illness. 
The 
death 
of 
Mayor 
Jones has caused the greatest sorrow’ 
all over the city. 
Although many did 
not, believe in his ideas on sociological 
problems, 
everybody 
loved and 
re­ 
spected him. 
His 
one great strong 
hold with the people of Toledo was his 
honesty. 
The mayor was taken ill two w eeks 
ago last Thursday 
and for the 
past 
forty-eight hours previous to his death 
was in a com atose condition. 
All the 
members of his family 
were at his 
bedside at the tim e of his death. 
He 
leaves a widow and three sons, Percy, 
Paul and Mason Jones. 
He will be 
succeeded as mayor by Robert Finch, 
president of the city council. 
Samuel Milton Jones was born in 
Wales in 1846.

Governor 
Herrick 
of 
Ohio

Clemency to Al and Ben Wade. 
Columbus, 
O., July 
13.— Governor 
Herrick wired from Osterville,/Mass., 
Tuesday thai he would not interfere 
in the case of Al and Ben W ade of 
Toledo, who are under sentence to be 
electrocuted next Thursday morning 
for the murder of Kale Sullivan. 
The 
brothers had applied for a commuta­ 
tion of sentence. 
Al Wade is on the 
verge of collapse. 


Chicago, July 13.— As the result of a 
stubborn disagreement, 
chiefly over 
wages for unskilled labor, one of the 
most extensive strikes in the history 
of the meat packing industry of the 
United States began Tuesday in Chi­ 
cago, Kansas City, Omaha, St. Joseph, 
Mo., and other places where packing 
plants are located. 
If prolonged the 
strike is expected to cause widespread 
inconvenience, possibly equalling the 
anthracite coal famine of two years 
ago. 
The unanim ity of the strike was 
complete. 
More than 45,009 employes 
are directly involved. In Chicago alone 
18,000 m en a re on a strike. 
The ef­ 
fect of the strik e upon the food sup­ 
ply of the country and the price of 
meats is being 
earnestly discussed, 
notwithstanding 
announcem ent 
was 
made last 
night that the 
packing­ 
houses, contrary to somewhat general 
expectations, will continue operations 
without 
any 
shutdown, 
employing 
whatever help m ay be obtainable. How 
much alleviation in the furnishing of 
supplies to Ihc> public this course may 
a iford is a m a tte r of wide variation of 
opinion. 
The 
packers declare 
that 
hundreds of m en who could not be 
provided with places have been apply­ 
ing daily for work. 
The walkout here was started by the 
employes ol the killing department at 
the various packinghouses. 
The kill­ 
ers were fellowed by the workers in 
other d e p a rtm e n ts as fast as the cur­ 
rent work 
left by the 
slaughterers 
could 
be cleaned up. 
Thus, 
as the 
workers in each departm ent disposed 
of their part of the work they threw 
off their aprons and departed. 
This 
consideration was shown the packers 
by the labor officials, as it was not the 
desire of the men 
to cause the e m ­ 
ployers any financial loss as a result 
of neglecting meat that was on hand 
to be dressed. 


No Signs of Disorder. 
Watched by cordons of police, the 
strikers filed briskly out of the pack­ 
inghouses, 
carrying overalls, 
rubber 
boots and knives, cleavers and steels. 
The strik ers were greeted by crowds 
of women and children, many of whom 
joined hands with the workm en on the 
outward march. 
Whatever the future m ay have in 
store in the 
way of riots 
there was 
Tuesday absolutely no sign of disor­ 
der. 
A picturesque scene was presented 
when the sausage factories and can­ 
neries were left by their forces. T here 
are 1,000 girls employed iii these two 
departm ents 
of the meat 
industry. 
Clad 
in variagated 
garb of 
fac tory 
girls, this a rm y of feminine strikeis 
tripped blithely along the main thor­ 
oughfares of the stockyards an I \ \ r . r 
roundly 
cheered 
as 
they 
emerged, 
through 
th e gates 
and 
distributed 
themselves in the crowd of m en who 
had awaited their coming. 
“W e ’re with you till the last,” the 
girls exclaimed, 
smiling 
prettily as 
they stood m o u n d and talked over the 
situation with their male companions 
in the movement. 
President 
Michael Donnelly of the 
Amalgamated 
Meat 
C utters 
and 
Butchers’ Union 
of North America, 
the leader of the strike, said that he 
believed the- strikers would have lit­ 
tle difficulty in standing a siege of a 
year with the strike funds the union 
has on hand. 
President Donnelly 
and the presi­ 
dents 
of the 
thirty-five 
locale 
as­ 
sembled 
at the headquarters 
in the 
morning, thinking they might receive 
a notice of surrender from the pack­ 
ers, but no word came. 
The packers 
took the position that they had replied 
decisively to the 
workers’ demands 
and had nothing more to say than ex­ 
cept to emphasize a refusal to pay the 
wage scale asked. 
Arthur Meeker of 
Armour & Co., 
said: 


Consider Demands 
Unwarranted. 


“We consider the demands of the 
union for an advance in the wages of 
unskilled labor entirely unwarranted 
by 
industrial 
conditions. 
W e 
could 
not concede It and proposed to sub­ 
mit the question to arbitration, which 
the union declined to do, and called 
a strike in all our plants.” 
President 
Michael 
Donnelly, 
the 
strike director, said: 
“I wish to make it clear that we are 
not fighting for an increase of wages, 
hut against a decrease. 
“Our original demand 
was for a 
minimum of 20 cents an hour for labor­ 
ers. 
This demand was amended after 
our second conference with the pack­ 
ers in June. 
“We then agreed to a scale of 18% 
cents an hour, except 
in Omaha and 
Sioux City, where the sr ale is 19 cents. 
“The packers on the other hand, 
refused to pay more than 17% cents 
an hour and declined to sign an agree­ 
ment at all, except with a small pro­ 
portion of the workmen. 
“The question of w ages to skilled 
men was not discussed. 
To unskilled 
workmen, the average wage was 18% 
cents, but when we asked that this be 
made the minimum, wage, they. cut it

Order From Chicago. 
St. Louis, July 13.— It is stated that 
in the neighborhood of 4,500 men em 
ployed in packinghouse in St. Louis j 
and East St. Louis are Out as a result 
of the order received from M. Don­ 
nelly of Chicago. Of this number only 
between 700 and 800 were employed in 
St. Louis, as most of the great pack 
lnghouses are in East St.. Louis. 
Packers in East St. Louis anticipate 
no im m ediate increase in the price of 
meat, as the coolers are filled with a 
supply which 
will last almost 
two 
weeks. 
An almost, unlimited supply 
of smoked and cured meats is on hand. 


St. Paul Plant Tied Up. 
St. Paul, July 13.— Six hundred em­ 
ployes of the Swift packinghouse at 
South St. Paul picked up their dinner 
pails at noon and went out on a strike. 
Those who struck included

Rhodes, charged with shooting Je n a 
than Bchell on Friday evening last was 
taken tip before Judge W artier this 
morning in the municipal court, Atter 
ney A. F. Bowe appearing on behalf <*f

on behalf of tin* defendant. 
Th*' defense decided to demand an ex- 
aminatinn at onee, believing that the 
cast- would nevi r reach tie* grand jury 
for the killing is claimed to have been 
purely and solely in self defends 
Fdward Rhodes appeared in court 
this morning fresh and cleanshaven and 
assumed the same reserved and digni­ 
fied attitude that ha.-- marked his action 
since the shooting occured.

ally does not feel any too well over the 
sad affair, Gut nevertheless feels that he 
was justified 
in taking the man's life, 
who, with gun in band threatened him.
